r\  After  section  19-A  of  the  Indian  Contract  Act,  1872 
(IX  bf  1872),  the  following  section  shall  be  deemed  to  be  inserted, 
namejly: — 

19-B.  (a)  ‘Maintainer’  means  a person  >who  gives  assistance 
or  encouragement  to  one  of  the  parties  to  a suit  or  proceeding 
and  tvho  has  neither  an  interest  in  such  suit  or  proceeding  nor 
any  other  motive  recognised  by  law  as  justifying  his  interference. 

j iP) . ‘Champertous  agreement’  means  an  agreement  whereby 
the  nominal  plaintiff  agrees  with  the  maintainer  to  share  with 
or  giye  to  him  a part  of  whatever  is  gained  as  the  result  of  the 
suit  ijnaintained.

19-C.  A champertous  agreement  may  be  set  aside  upon  such 
erms  and  conditions  as  the  court  may  deem  fit  to  impose.”. 
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
